Murder In a Church.
Col. Jared E. Kirby of Brenham

shot and killed John Steele, at Hemp
stead, on Monday last. The killing
took place at the Methodist church,
immediately after the congregation had
been dismissed. Steele killed Kirby's
father in Houston, fourteen years ago.

Kirby surendered himself to the auth
orities.

One shot ia reported
to have struck in the walla of tho
churoh inside, whining in the midst
of women and children, in oo way ooo-acte- d
